Memphis-Little Rock Road 


HIGHWAY NO. 70, from, Memphis, through Little Rock and 


Hot Springs, to-Texarkana, is the most important road in 


Arkansas. There are other great arteries that traverse the 
.state but the federal: road that is designated No. 70 and is 
known to many as the Bankhead highway, enters Arkansas 
at its eastern gateway at. Memphis,and is a link in the state 
•of the nation's greatest'trans-continental road. ; 


For years the 'travelers' who have used;this great high- 


way have been compelled to1 pay an exorbitant brodge toll at 
DeVall's Bluff. The bridge is private property. Huge prof- 
its are being made from the. tolls and tourists from every- 
where complain at the charge. Arkansas invites tourist trav- 
el, yet,, it is pointed out,Tpermits;th.e; levying of an excessive 
toll bridge charge on .one-of its most important roads. 


The State Highway Department has been endeavoring 


for some years to get around this charge. The owners of the 
bridge at DeVall's Bluff would sell the bridge but the price is 
out of reason and the State Highway Department is handling 
the people's money. It was felt that some other- means should 
be used to get around this toll bridge charge without having 
to urchase the bridge. 
: 
Unless the tolls are.'reduced, State Highway Commis- 


sioner told the Engineer's lub of Memphis Monday night, 
the State Highway Department will re-route Highway No. 70 
"from Brinkley through DPS Arc and Cotton Plant and avoid 
the toll bridge or build a free bridge alongside the privately- 
owned structure. There is a way to avoid this toll bridge and 
the State Highway Department is going to find this way.' 


The Harahan viaduct, connecting the new bridge at 


Memphis with Highway No. 70 on the Arkansas side will be 
completed by January 1, Commissioner Blackwood states. 
This, of course, This, of course, is an important link. The 
viaduct will be a most substantial structure and it will be 
toll free, says Mr. Blackwood. Delay in building the Harahan 
viaduct has been caused by adverse weather, the commis- 
sioner stated. The grade of No. 70 through the bottoms in 
East Arkansas is being raised to bring it above high water. 


Commissioner Blackwood also told the 
Engineers' Club 


that Highway No. 70 from Memphis to Little Rock would be ,ly in reference to a rival lobbyist for 
paved within the next two years.
